Wh eat p roduction was estimated 
by th e dep artment at 9 55 million 
bush els, th e biggest crop in any 
y ear ex cep t.

Th e p rosp ectiv e oats 
crop is th e largest since 19 25. 
Vegeta ble Oil Crops I p 
The p roduction of p rincip al v eg­ 
etable oil crop s, needed to rep lace 
former imp orts, now seems likely 
to ex ceed earlier ex p ectations by 
a considerable margin, th e dep art­ 
ment said.

"No oth er branch of agriculture 
h as done more th an th e p oultry 
industry in th e way of p roducing 
food," Roy F. Hendrickson, Agri­ 
cultural M arketing Administrator, 
told h atch ery men at th e Interna­ 
tional 
Baby 
Ch ick 
Association 
meeting. 
Hendrickson p ointed to egg p ro­ 
duction records th at 
h av e 
been 
broken week after week. “It seems 
almost 
unbeliev able,’’ 
h e 
said, 
“but from th e first of January to 
th e end of June h ens laid ov er 29 
billion eggs—an all-time record.” 
Nex t y ear, Hendrickson warned, 
it will bo h arder to maintain p ro­ 
duction because 
of 
sh ortages — 
sh ortages of labor, trucks, farm 
mach inery , and oth er equip ment. 
"All of th ese factors,” h e said, 
“are going to tax th e ingenuity 
of th e American p oultry man to th e 
utmost.” 
Brigadier General Lewis B. Her- 
sh ey , 
National 
Selectiv e Serv ice 
Director, said frankly th at “farm ­ 
ers will h av e a difficult time. Many 
y oung farm workers h av e already 
v olunteered and many more will 
h av e to go.” 
"Must Work More— Hav e L ess" 
Because th e gov ernment asked 
for increased egg p roduction, many 
h atch ery men were led to believ e 
th at th is was an

in­ 
dustry ,” and th at th eir emp loy ees 
sh ould th erefore be ex cused from 
arm y serv ice.

Duty of Householders

Operators of Billboards 


Owners and operators of outdoor illuminated advertising signs 
must make arrangements to have such lights extinguished upon 


warning of the blackout signals.

head can remain lighted during this test period. 


Professional Offices and Business 
Houses 


Places of business normally closed during this period make cer­ 
tain that all night lights, neon window signs, interior display

Local Plants and Industries 


Plants not on w ar production w ork are requested to cooperate by 


extinguishing all interior and exterior lights.

Emergency Units 


Emergency units such as police cars, ambulances, fire fighting 


equipment, etc., w hich are forced to operate during blackout must 
provide blackout hoods for lights, constructed from oil cloth with 
slit at bottom of headlight covered with blue cellophane. Operate 


at speed commensurate with safety.

against vermin. 
If the pipes enter the bathroom 
and other rooms throu gh the wall 
rather than the floor it facilitates 
the cleaning of the floors, making 
it mu ch 
easier 
to 
keep 
them 
sightly . 
Another point is to prevent the 
ham m ering of w ater in the pipes 
by extending 
the 
su pply pipes 
from one and half to two feet be­ 
y ond the fau cet 
to 
a dead end, 
forming 
an air cham ber 
which 
m akes 
an air 
cu shion and elim­ 
inates 
the 
pou nding sometimes 
heard in hou ses where 
this pre­ 
cau tion has not been taken.
